Two-Cart Fare Law Arraigned From 
Fedwral Bench. 
St. Faul, Minn., S ep t 21.—In the 
railroad rate injunction suit Judge 
Lochren in the United States district 
court yesterday afternoon granted a 
tem p orary restraining order to the 
railroads as against the state, with 
the p rovision that the rate as now be­ 
ing enforced—the two-cent p assenger 
fare and reduced freight rate—stand 
until a hearing on the m erits of the 
case be had. 
The hearing ha* been on ap p lication 
by stockholders of the Minnesota rail­ 
roads for a temp orary injunction to 
hold up the new rates established by 
the state. 
The court arraigned the Minnesota' 
legislature in a tongue-lashing such 
as a IegiAlntitk body has seldom re­ 
ceived from the bench.

A FREAK OF NATURE 


Logansp ort Has a Well That Gives 


Two Kinds of Water. 


Logansp ort, Ind., Sep t. 21.—A flow­ 
ing well from which both fresh and 
sulp hur waters are obtalned-^one of 
the wonders of Logansp ort—has recent­ 
ly been visited by a member of the 
United States geological survey who 
Is making a system atic study of In­ 
diana well waters. 
The well is In Riverside p ark nnd 
was drilled by the city two years ago. 
An 8-inch, p ip e was sunk to a dep th 
of 80 feet, and inside of it a 5-ineh 
casing wa* p laced. Fresh water from 
a bed of limestone comes up between 
the two p ip es, and water which tastes 
and smells strongly of hydrogen-sul- 
p hide gas comes up through the 5- 
inch p ip e from a lower stratum In the 
limestone. 
The sulp hur water flows 
with a volume of about a gallon a 
minute from the drinking fountain, 
while the fresh water flows with a 
somewhat smaller volume from a p ip e 
about twenty feet away. 
Thus the 
visitor to the p ark can have his choice 
of drinks. 
Samp les of both waters 
were « ollected by the geologist and 
ship p ed to the laboratory of the sur­ 
vey at Washington, D. C., for analy­ 
sis. 
The only sim ilar well known is sit­ 
uated about fifteen miles north 
j \ t 
Cincinnati, O., but the Ohio well is 
non-flowing.

WILL RESIST 


Oklahoma Rep ublicans Say Election 


W at Not Voice of People. 
Washington, Sep t.* 21.—The advance 
guard of the Rep ublican p oliticians in 
Oklahoma who p rop ose to urge the 
p resident to refuse to p romulgate the 
new state consUtntion adop ltd by the 
p eop le this week by an overwhelming 
majority, is here. The subject will be 
taken up with the p restd n t as soon 
as he gets back to Washington next 
week. 
J. R. Thomas of Muskogee, who rep ­ 
resented Oklahoma Territory in con­ 
gress for ten years, gave out a state­ 
ment in which he takes it for granted 
that the chief executive will refuse to 
p romulgate the c mstttution. “Oklaho­ 
ma and Indian Territories are safely 
Rep ublican,” said he, “in sp ite of the 
returns showing that the Sfc moerats 
have carried the p rop osed state. There 
is no p ossibility of the admission of 
Oklahoma unlcr the p resent constitu­ 
tion. 
We are certain that the m atter 
will go back to its old status. 
The 
exp lanation for the course the recent 
election took is to ho found in the 
ap athy on the p art of Rep ublicans in 
the can test over the adop tion of the 
cons tint tion. 
“They felt a delicacy 
in voting 
agafnst the constitution in the face of 
the fact that It meant that the terri­ 
tories wott’d be kep t out of the Union 
for a year or two longer. They simp ly 
stayed away from the p olls and let 
the m atter drift. 
They failed to be­ 
come enthusiastic over the election of 
officers who, they felt, would never 
be seated in the absence of a p ossi­ 
bility of the national government ap ­ 
p roving the constitution. 
“There Is no thought of immediate 
admission in my mind. 
The constitu­ 
tion is absolutely objectionable, and in 
the face of the fact that Its adop tion 
would, if the returns of the recent 
election are taken seriously, mean 
that the Democrats would get eight 
electoral votes above what they have 
without the new state, I see no reason 
why the administration should let It 
in. 
When a favorable constitution Is 
framed and the state is finally ad­ 
mitted, the Rep ublicans will make an 
entirely different showing. 
We re­ 
gret the p ostp onement of statehood, 
bur hop e to p ut forward a more fa­ 
vorable constitution when we are al­ 
lowed to frame anoth. r.”

Rome, Sept. 2 1.— Armed men in the 
service of the pope were on guard all 
day yesterday at the entrances of the 
apostolic palace and the Vatican was 
under the cspeaial protection of a de­ 
tachment of royal troops. 
But there 
was no active outbreak of anti-clerical 
sentiment, and Sept. 20, the thirty- 
seventh anniversary of the occupation 
of Rome by Italian troops and the fall 
of the temporal power of the papacy, 
passed without the fulfillment of any 
of the fears that the alien people 
would show by violence their ill-feel­ 
ing against the church. 
There were two big parades yester­ 
day afternoon, and the red shirts of 
Garibaidian veterans were conspicu­ 
ous. 
The first rarade was official and 
composed of fifty local associations. 
The leaders laid wreaths upon the 
tombs of Victor Emmanuel II. and 
King Humbert, and decorated with 
flowers the tablet at the Porta Pia 
which commemorates the entry of the 
Italian troops in 1870. 
The other parade inarched past the 
capitol, 
carrying 
banners 
inscribed 
with a n ticlerica l sentim ents. 
Return­ 
ing, the crowd raised a red flag over 
the equestrian statue of Marcus Aure­ 
lius. 
During the day the police seized sev­ 
eral 
anti-monarchist 
proclamations, 
and the walls of the city were pla­ 
carded with appeals to the people to 
“complete the anticlerical victory at 
the coming municipal elections.” 
The anniversary is 
celebrated 
in 
Italy every year, but this time there 
were 
indications 
that 
the populace 
would indulge in anticlerical senti­ 
ments that in recent months have 
caused the Vatican considerable anx­ 
iety.
